"THE CAPTAIN, COPILOT AND FLIGHT ENGINEER WERE TRAINED AND 
QUALIFIED ON DC- 10 TYPE AT LONG BEACH, CALIFORNIA, US UNDER 
MCDONNELL DOUGLAS. ALSO THEY WERE CERTIFICATED FOR THEIR 
RESPECTIVE DUTIES ACCORDING TO THE LAWS AND REGULATIONS OF 
THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT. (REST OF PARAGRAPH, REMAINING 
UNCHANGED.)" 

B. SURVIVABILITY ASPECTS (PAGE 229 - AIR MINISTRY INFORMED 
EMBASSY IBERIA WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR AN ALLUSION TO THE
